The Hon. S. B. Ruggles, the delegate from the U.S. to the International monetary 
Conference in Paris exhibited to the Commission for inspection and examination, the 
duplicate specimens of the proposed international coin of 25 France recently struck by the 
government of France which specimen duplicate was found by an examination by the Chief 
Coiner of the Mint to be of full weight and 24 millimeters in diameter, a little exceeding that 
of the five dollar American coin and that of the British Sovereign, the Commissioners 
thereupon expressed their satisfaction with this coinage and their opinion of the importance 
and value of the proper and speedy unification of the coin of the civilized world.
